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Families hit hard 
by housing crisis

A COUPLE who have lived in the town 
since birth face having to move as far 
as Birmingham because a lack of 
housing and high rents mean they are 
struggling to find accommodation 
they can afford. 

Matt West and Amanda Kelly, both 
35, and their son Jack, seven, are cur¬ 
rently waiting to be evicted from their 
privately rented three-bedroom house 
in Mendip Way, Luton, before the 
borough council can help find them 
housing elsewhere. 

The couple were meant to have left in 
April this year after their landlord 
asked to have the property back, but 
they said finding alternative housing 
has been difficult. 

Last month Luton On Sunday 
revealed that Luton Borough Council 
had spent £20 million between 2011- 
2014 on housing homeless families. 

The authority’s head of housing said 
the residential housing market was 
‘considered to be overheated’ and 
more landlords were selling their 
properties. 

Mr West said: “The landlady wants 
us to move out, but because of the 
housing crisis we couldn’t find any¬ 
where to rent so we went to the coun¬ 
cil. They said that we have to wait until 
we are evicted before they can help us, 
so now we are just waiting for the 
court hearing.” 

He added: “The council said the best 
they can do is that we will be probably 
end up in a hostel or B&B outside of 
Luton and they said it could as far as 
Birmingham.” 


Ms Kelly, who works at a nursery, 
said: “My son is very emotional about 
it and having to move house is enough 
as it is. He has got ADHD and change 
does not sit well with him. 

“Our beds at the moment are mat¬ 
tresses because we thought we had to 
move out but then we have to wait. 

“The school knows about it because 
he got upset and worried that we have 


to move. All he knows is that he has his 
bed in his room but most of our stuff is 
in storage.” 

A council spokeswoman said the 
authority offered temporary housing 
accommodation to families when it 
had a legal duty to do so. 

She added: “We would like to offer 
settled accommodation to anyone 
who needs it but we simply do not have 


the resources in Luton to do this. 

“We are happy to provide further 
support and advice to source accom¬ 
modation within the private sector 
enabling families to remain within 
Luton. This situation is becoming 
more common, and we are looking at 
areas surrounding Luton to find more 
affordable accommodation to help 
homeless households.” 


Teachers and 
courses face 
axe in college 
consultation 

A COLLEGE is consulting 
staff on ‘potential redun¬ 
dancies’ following a reduc¬ 
tion in its funding. 

Central Bedfordshire 
College has said it is also 
considering a ‘reduction in 
our offer to the students’ 
after the government 
reduced the money it will 
receive for the 2015/16 
academic year. 

The college, which is 
currently going through a 
£15 million redevelop¬ 
ment, declined to com¬ 
ment on reports that up to 
28 staff face being made 
redundant. 

It has also declined to 
respond to questions 
about which departments 
and courses will be affect¬ 
ed by the funding cuts or 
confirmed how much 
money has been lost from 
its budget. 

In a statement issued on 
Thursday, the college told 
Luton on Sunday: “Each 
year, Central Bedfordshire 
College modifies its offer 
both to students and 
employers in line with the 
needs of the region and 
the skills demand within it 
and the funding settle¬ 
ment from central govern¬ 
ment. 

“In common with virtu¬ 
ally every college in the 
country, we are affected by 
the austerity agenda and 
our funding settlement 
has been reduced for 2015- 
16 by a significant per¬ 
centage. 

“Regrettably, this means 
we are having to consult 
with our staff about poten¬ 
tial redundancies and a 
reduction in our offer to 
the students of Central 
Bedfordshire.”

Force defends £L13m 
consultancy spending

BEDFORDSHIRE Police has 
defended spending more than 
£1 million on consultants, argu¬ 
ing that they are helping it deal 
with funding cuts. 

A Freedom of Information 
request submitted by a member 
of the public has revealed that 
since January last year, the force 
spent £1.13m on employing con¬ 
sultancy firms to work on various 
projects. 

Among the projects is £800,000 
paid to two firms to help the 
force re-structure itself in 
response to the £17.5m it has to 
cut from its budget over the next 
three years, due to a reduction in 
funding from the government. 

A police spokesman said the 
force had employed a mixture of 
specialist individuals and larger 


consultancy houses to do the 
work. 

Police and Crime Commissioner 
Oily Martins said the spending 
was ‘not frivolous’ and was a 
result of the cutbacks facing the 
police. 

The revelation follows a refer¬ 
endum in May this year in which 
69.5 per cent of residents in the 
county voted against raising 
council tax to bring in an extra 
£4.5 million for the force. 

The result meant the police had 
to pay £600k for new council tax 
bills to be sent to residents. 

Jim Mallen, chairman of the 
Bedfordshire Police Federation, 
said the expenditure seemed ‘a 
staggering amount’ at first 
glance but added that if it deliv¬ 
ered the projected savings, it 
would be a ‘reasonable thing’. 

The police spokesman added: 
“Of the £l.lm spend within the 


18-month period, around £800k 
is with two consultancy firms 
which have been used to assist 
with a significant level of re¬ 
modelling work within the force, 
which will lead to a projected 
£3.7m annual on-going saving 
towards the £17.5m of savings the 
force needs to make over the cur¬ 
rent and next three years. 

“In addition, consultants have 
been utilised on the collabora¬ 
tion work that Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and Hertford¬ 
shire are engaged in, which 
will over the medium term deliv¬ 
er on-going annual savings for 
the three organisations of more 
than£30m, ofwhich Bedfordshire 
will make approximately £8m of 
savings towards the £17.5m 
required. 

“A total of 19 different consul¬ 
tancy firms have been employed 
by the force.”

BBC MOVES BASE TO DUNSTABLE 

A LOCAL radio station which 
broadcasts across Bedfordshire, 
Hertfordshire and 
Buckinghamshire has relocated 
from Luton to Dunstable. 

BBC Three Counties Radio 
moved to its new base in the 
Grove Park complex in Dunstable 
on Tuesday, with Nick Coffer tak¬ 
ing the airwaves from midday. 

Laura Moss, managing director 
of the station said: “It is an 
extremely exciting time for the 
station. We’ve been working on 
this move for almost two years so 
to see it through is a great 
feeling. 

“BBC Local Radio is the front 
door of the BBC across the coun¬ 
try and being at the heart of local 
community is extremely impor¬ 
tant to us.” 

TEEN CAGED FOR STABBING COP 

A TEENAGER who used his metal 
comb to stab an off-duty police¬ 
man in the face so that one of the 
teeth of the comb went through 
the man’s cheek and into his 
mouth was jailed for 18 months 
this week. 

Luton Crown Court heard how 
the officer had been grappling 
with Riccardo Bater-James on 
board a late night train between 
Luton and Bedford on November 
1 last year after he lit up a joint of 
cannabis. 

On Tuesday 18-year-old Bater- 
James, of Richbell Court in 
Bedford, appeared for sentence 
having been found guilty earlier 
of assault occasioning actual 
bodily harm. Recorder Broe sen¬ 
tenced him to 18 months in a 
young offender’s institute. 

KERRY DIXON PUT BEHIND BARS 

FORMER Luton Town player 
Kerry Dixon was jailed for nine 
months on Friday for assaulting 
a man in a pub. 

Dixon, 53, punched Ben Scoble 
off a bar stool in a late night 
attack in the Nags Head pub in 
Dunstable on May 15 last year. 

Judge Barbara Mensah, sitting 
at Luton Crown Court, told Mr 
Dixon that the CCTV footage of 
the incident had been ‘shocking 
and sickening’. 

The judge also ordered Dixon to 
pay £500 in compensation to Mr 
Scoble and a £100 victim sur¬ 
charge. 


Man is charged with killing unborn child 


THE former boyfriend of a 
University of Bedfordshire 
student has appeared in 
court charged with killing 
the unborn child of his ex¬ 
girlfriend. 

Twenty-one-year-old 
Malorie Bantala, who was 
32 weeks pregnant at the 
time and is in a critical 
condition, lost the baby 
following the attack in 
Talfourd Place, Peckham, 
on Monday, when she was 
approached by two men 
wearing motorcycle hel¬ 
mets. 

Kevin Wilson, 20, of 
Stansfield House, 
Longfield Estate, South 
East London was charged 
on Thursday with child 
destruction and grievous 
bodily harm with intent, 
when he appeared at 
Camberwell Green 
Magistrates’ Court the 
same day and has been 
remanded in custody 


until July 2. Miss Bantala 
studied events manage¬ 
ment at the University of 
Bedfordshire between 
2009 and 2014. 

Detective chief inspec¬ 
tor Robert Pack, from the 
Homicide and Major 
Crime Command Unit, 
said: “This was a truly 
abhorrent and vile attack 
on a heavily pregnant 
woman who has now, 
tragically, lost her baby. 

“The men who attacked 
her must have known the 
impact their actions 
would have when they 
kicked her repeatedly in 
the stomach. It is sicken¬ 
ing to think someone 
would deliberately target 
a pregnant woman in this 
way. 

“The suspects were dis¬ 
tinctive in their crash hel¬ 
mets and we would appeal 
for anyone who saw them 
to come forward.”

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Death in custody 
is ‘not suspicious’

A MAN who died in 
Bedfordshire Police 
custody suffered no 
suspicious injuries, 
an inquest opening 
heard Friday. 

Istiak Yusuf, of 
Purley Centre, died 
last Saturday at 
Luton Police Station 
after he was ‘taken 
ill’. 

At the opening of 
the inquest it was 
said the 25-year-old 
IT consultant was 
compliant in his 
arrest, which took 
place at 8.45am last 
Saturday, on suspi¬ 
cion of domestic vio¬ 
lence. Mr Yusuf was 
checked on at 
11.35am, but he 
‘fell ill’ at around 
11.55am. 

Paramedics 
attempted to resusci¬ 
tate him but were 
unsuccessful and Mr 
Yusuf was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the 
scene. 

A post-mortem was 
carried out and 
found bruising to his 
chest and mouth, 


which is consistent 
with an attempt at 
resuscitation. 

The cause of death 
is yet to be 
determined. 

The inquest into 
Mr Yusufs death was 
opened by senior 
coroner Tom 

Osborne and adjour¬ 
ned to take place 
over December 15-17.

The family’s solici¬ 
tor, Gias Uddin said: 
“At the moment we’re 
just waiting on the 
results of the IPCC 
investigation. 

“His funeral should 
take place next week. 


“The family are 
worried and devas¬ 
tated at what’s hap¬ 
pened and have only 
got their mind on 
Istiak’s funeral at the 
moment.” 

A joint statement 
from a number of 
Luton justice cam¬ 
paign groups said: 
“We were shocked 
and saddened to hear 
of another death in 
police custody. 

“We have heard 
unconfirmed reports 
that Istiak died from 
a heart attack, how¬ 
ever, the family have 
stated there is no 
previous or pre¬ 
existing conditions 
that could have 
caused this.” 

Bedfordshire 
Police’s Deputy Chief 
Constable lohn 
Boutcher said: “Our 
thoughts are with the 
family at this sad 
time and we will do 
all we can to co¬ 
operate with the 
investigation and 
provide the family, 
the Coroner and the 
IPCC with accurate 
information about 
how and why he trag¬ 
ically died.”

A STREET stabbing in 
Cambridge has led to the 
arrests of several men from 
Luton. 

Five individuals were being 
detained by police in connec¬ 
tion with the incident at the 
time of writing. 

Three men - aged 23, 27, and 
58 - were arrested in Luton on 
Thursday on suspicion of 
attempted murder. 

They were taken to Parkside 


Police Station in Cambridge 
for questioning. 

Detectives received reports 
of a man having been stabbed 
in East Road, at about 1.15am 
on Tuesday. 

The victim, a man believed 
to be from Cambridge, had a 
number of stab wounds and 
was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital with serious injuries 
where he remains in a stable 
condition. 

These latest arrests take the 
total number to six. 

A 26-year-old man was 


released with no further 
action. And as of Friday night 
a 23-year-old man from 
Luton, who was arrested on 
Wednesday, remained in cus¬ 
tody at the city’s Parkside 
Police Station. 

Ali Mohammed Tobeiji, 61, 
of Selbourne Road, Luton, 
appeared at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court on 
Thursday charged with 
attempted murder and has 
been remanded to appear at 
Cambridge Crown Court at a 
date yet to be set.

Claim that terror plan 
needs human touch

A WEBSITE initiative to tackle radicalisation 
and terrorism has been criticised as not 
being a big enough step forward, according 
to a Luton Muslim youth leader. 

Let’s Talk About It was set up by a group 
involving Bedfordshire Police to help tackle 
radicalisation. 

Dawood Masood, who works at the Al-Hira 
Centre in Luton, said: “It’s a good start, but 
there needs to be more face-to-face commu¬ 
nication, instead of just having a website. 

“We need more communities initiatives and 
people to work along with the community, as 
the website isn’t the best way to tackle it. 

“It’s a very difficult subject for people to talk 
about, there is certainly a reluctance. 


“LTAI is a step in the right direction but 
more needs to be done.” 

He added that Muslim people feel there is a 
bias against them as part of the Bedfordshire 
Police’s PREVENT counter-terrorism strategy, 
which this initiative falls under. 

A spokesman for Bedfordshire Police said: 
“This is a partnership approach to tackling 
radicalisation and using early intervention to 
protect people from risk. 

“We have been working closely with partner 
agencies and the community to fully under¬ 
stand cultural and religious sensitivities 
which surround these issues. 

“We do a lot of work within communities to 
raise awareness of these issues and have built 
strong relationships already which we hope 
to continue.” 


Jihadi mum’s appeal rejected 


A MUM-of-six who used Facebookto 
promote Jihadist terrorism deserved 
her ‘heavy’ sentence, top judges have 
ruled. 

Runa Khan, 35, of Maple Road West, 
Luton, was obsessed with the Islamist 
conflict in Syria, London’s Appeal 
Court heard, and dreamt of fighting 
alongside Jihadis. 

She posted a range of “disturbing” 
images and entries on Facebook, said 
Mr Justice Blair, in which she urged 


her Muslim “sisters” to let their men¬ 
folk engage in holy war and “prepare 
a place in paradise.” 

She was jailed for five years and 
three months at Kingston Crown Court 
in December last year after admitting 
four charges of disseminating terrorist 
publications. 

Her lawyers took the case to the 
Court of Appeal, saying the sentence 
was too harsh, which the judges 
rejected.

Big rise in county’s 
child abuse reports

MORE publicity around 
child abuse has been cited as 
one of the reasons behind an 
increase in the recording of 
sexual offences against 
children by police forces. 

Figures released by the 
NSPCC this week show that 
reports to police of sexual 
abuse against children have 
dramatically increased in 
Bedfordshire from 174 in 
2012/13, to 285 in 2013/14. 


Myrna Loy, a safeguarding 
co-ordinator based in Marsh 
Farm, said health profession¬ 
als and carers were noticing 
more and challenging 
children’s behaviour and the 
reasons behind it. 

Last year 37 calls received 
by the NSPCC’s helpline from 
young people in Bedfordshire 
about sexual abuse were so 
serious that they were 
referred on immediately to 
the police or children’s 
services. 

Ms Loy said: “Since the Jay 


Report into sexual exploita¬ 
tion of children in Rotherham 
that highlighted many man¬ 
agement failures that 
allowed sexual abuse to go 
unchallenged for years.

Motorbike thefts 
have revved up

MORE than 100 motorcycles and mopeds 
have been stolen since the start of the year, 
police have said. 

Bedfordshire Police said they have seen a 
‘slight rise’ in the thefts compared to the 
same period last year, in which 62 motorcy¬ 
cles and 17 mopeds were stolen. 

However, despite the increase, a spokes¬ 
woman for the force said officers had ‘not 
experienced a particular spike’ in the crime 
and were working to catch those responsible. 

One of the victims, a man from Ventnor 
Gardens, Luton, who wishes to remain anon¬ 
ymous, said he had been left feeling ‘very 


bitter’ following the theft of his green 
Kawasaki motorbike worth £1,500. 

Detectives have arrested and bailed a 
16-year-old and 17-year-old from Luton in 
connection with the incident on April 27. 

A police spokeswoman said: “While we 
have not experienced a particular spike in 
vehicle offences year on year, we understand 
crime can have a devastating impact on vic¬ 
tims and the theft of motorbikes is no differ¬ 
ent. 

“Bedfordshire Police is committed to thor¬ 
oughly investigating all reports of crime 
made to the force and works together with 
the public and partner agencies to bring 
offenders to justice.”

AN institution branded 
‘inadequate’ by Ofsted 
inspectors earlier this year 
has made ‘reasonable 
improvement’ but still 
requires work in maths, 
English and pupil attend¬ 
ance, a new report has 
revealed. 

Barnfield College in Luton 
was told it had no ‘key 
strengths’ by the education 
watchdog in January. 


A follow-up inspection 
report published on 
Wednesday said progress had 
been made in student behav¬ 
iour, governor scrutiny and 
teacher training, but it added 
that some areas needed work. 

It said the ‘quality of teach¬ 
ing and learning is too varia¬ 
ble’ and that students who 
turned up to classes regularly 
were being ‘frustrated’ by 
those who did not. 

Earlier this year the col¬ 
lege’s new CEO and Principal, 
Tim Eyton-Jones, said he was 


going to ‘work tirelessly’ to 
improve things following a 
government inquiry last year 
which raised serious con¬ 
cerns over the way the col¬ 
lege was run. 

The report said: ‘The new 
principal has written a three- 
year development plan that 
identifies astutely what needs 
to improve and how the iden¬ 
tified improvements will be 
achieved. This has been wel¬ 
comed by governors and sets 
high ambitions for the future 
of the college.’ 


Driver bailed over 
immigration crime 

A MAN arrested on suspicion of 
facilitating entry to the UK has been 
bailed following 17 arrests on 
Wednesday afternoon. 

On Wednesday 17 people were 
arrested in Toddington on suspicion 
of immigration offences. 

The 44-year-old lorry driver from 
Romania was arrested on suspicion 
of bringing illegal immigrants into 
the country. He will be required to 
answer bail on August 12.

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Anti-fascist demo 
divides community

DIVISIONS have arisen over whether to hold 
a counter-demonstration to the planned 
Britain First march next weekend. 

Members of the Muslim community in 
Luton have distanced themselves from any 
action, but a group headed by Unite Against 
Fascism (UAF) plans to hold a counter-protest 
in the town on the same day. 

UAF Luton spokesman Dave Barnes said: 

“The principle of our protest is that it can 
never be allowed for a group like Britain First 
to march through Luton unimpeded. 

“They’re clearly trying to take over from the 
failed English Defence League and, if any¬ 
thing, have closer links to openly fascist 
groups and as such we’ve got to be opposed.” 

Dawood Masood, founder and CEO of Quba 
Trust and one of the organisers of a counter 
demonstration when the EDL protested in 
November last year, said: “It’s only going to be 
counter-productive holding a counter-pro¬ 
test. There’s no point holding a protest away 
from the group, especially if it’s going to be in 
Bury Park, as it will be right in the middle of 
Ramadan and could pose a safety risk due to 
the number of people who will be out.” 

A spokesman for Bedfordshire Police said: 

“We are aware that there might be counter 
protest, however nothing has been confirmed 
at present. We respect the right to peaceful 
protest so will facilitate any counter-demon¬ 
stration.” A petition has also been set up urg¬ 
ing Bedfordshire Police to stop the planned 
march and instead make it a static protest. 


Right up your street 

Town follows 
patriotic trend 
in name choice 


THIS week, Howard Chandler looks at a street 
named after a battle in the Crimean War. 


MANY years ago I used to catch the bus home 
from town in Alma Street. 

The street was named in 1859, five years 
after The Battle of The Alma, recognised as 
the first battle in the Crimean War. 

About 27,000 British troops lined up with a 
similar number of French, opposed by about 
36,000 troops of the Imperial Russian Army. 

The objective was to capture the naval base 
at Sevastopol with the Russian army deciding 
to fight at the Alma, a river in what is cur¬ 
rently Ukraine. Over 8,000 casualties were 
suffered, the majority by the Russian army. 

Although the British and French were victo¬ 
rious, they missed the opportunity to push on 
and capture Sevastopol immediately. 

Luton was following a general patriotic 
trend with the naming of Alma Street, rather 
than any specific local interest, as the 
Bedfordshire Regiment was in Jamaica at this 
time. The name Alma for baby girls also 
increased in popularity at this time.

HISTORY OF TRANSPORT IN LEGO 


Stockwood Park Discovery Centre 
July 4 - September 6 

IF you had access to 15 million Lego bricks a 
year, what would you do? 

While you’re thinking of an answer, you 
might want to visit the History of Transport in 
Lego exhibition opening in less than two 
weeks. 

The man behind the creations is Ed Diment, 
a professional Lego builder (yes, that is a real 
job) and co-director of Bright Bricks, a com¬ 
pany which creates replicas out of the bright 
coloured plastic bricks. 

His team is bringing a vast array of models 
vehicles for their exhibition which puts a fun 
twist on the history of transportation. 

Ed, who has been using Lego bricks since he 
was two-years-old, said: “We do shows across 
the country and so we needed to have a tour to 
do this year. We thought ‘why not make some¬ 
thing about the history of transport." 

“There will be literally every kind of trans¬ 
port vehicle that you can think of. 

“We have classic cars, FI cars, hot air bal¬ 
loons and our Titanic model has 200,000 bricks 
and is nearly seven metres long and will weigh 
about 400kg.” 

A Bright Bricks Lego model starts with a 


brainstorming session and research to find 
those which will work best. From there, the 
company’s in-house artists are given a differ¬ 
ent parts to work on. Ed said: “It took about 
nine months to build the entire collection and 


we had a number of different people working 
on it. 

“It’s a huge collection and it takes a couple of 
full-size lorries to move them all. It can take 
six people to set up because it’s a big deal and 


is among the biggest Lego touring shows in the 
world.” 

Tickets for the exhibition are available on the 
door at £3.95 for adults, £2.95 for children, £12 
for a family of four and £15 for a group of six.

NEW CAR REVIEW 

Suzuki Celerio 


THE HARD CEL 

The Suzuki Celerio aims to offer the interior space of 
the Splash with the price and economy of the Alto. Such 
attempts are usually doomed to failure, but the Celerio, 
with its perky 1.0-litre three cylinder engines, big spec list 
and optional AGS transmission, looks to be made of all 
the right stuff. 

The core engine in the Celerio range is a 1.0-litre 
three-cylinder petrol unit developing a total of 66bhp at 
6,000rpm and 89Nm of torque at 3,500rpm, so you’re 
going to need to give the throttle pedal a bit of treatment 
to get anywhere. Especially if you opt for it with the 
brand’s efficient AGS automatic gearbox. 

The alternative Celerio powerplant is another 1.0-litre 
petrol unit with the same output, this one using Suzuki’s 
more efficient Dualjet technology. Power goes to the 
front wheels via a five-speed manual gearbox at first, but 
we suspect that most UK buyers will want to talk to their 
dealer about matching the Dualjet engine technology to 
Suzuki’s Auto Gear Shift (AGS). 

The Celerio probably isn’t going to turn too many heads, 
being a fairly generic-looking citycar in the modern mould. 
That’s not to say its styling lacks merit, just that it’s nothing 
too adventurous. The most notable flourishes are probably 
the deeply sculpted flanks, with an arcing swage line 
that runs just below the door handles. The front grille is 
unusual, with a three-bar design that kinks upwards at each 
extremity into the big headlight pods. 

The body measures just 3,600mm from stem to stern and 
1,600mm wide, so parking it shouldn’t present too much of 
a difficulty. A height of 1,530mm and a non-slanting roofline 
affords respectable headroom for occupants. The 2,425mm 


long wheelbase provides a tandem distance of 743mm, 
which gives plenty of space in the cabin for five occupants. 
The boot is vast for a citycar, with a capacity of 254-litres. 
On to running costs. The standard 1.0-litre triple engine 
makes some very respectable figures, eking 65.7 miles from 
a gallon of unleaded and emitting just 99g/km of carbon 
dioxide. Go for the AGS-equipped automatic model and 
there’s no running cost penalty. 

If you’re happy with a stick-shift and don’t mind a modest 
£500 price premium, then Suzuki’s more modern Dualjet 
1.0-litre petrol unit is a better bet in this car. In Dualjet 
form, this Suzuki’s combined cycle fuel consumption 
improves to 78.5mpg, while the C02 return is enhanced 
to 84g/km. That’ll make such a Celerio the cleanest and 
most fuel efficient new car on sale for less than £ 10,000. 

In summary, the Suzuki Celerio is always going to be 
overshadowed by state of the art city slickers like the 
Volkswagen Up or the Renault Twingo, but it was never 
really designed to compete with the more high-end 
offerings of the citycar sector. It’s easy to overlook the 
fact that after the Hyundai i 10 and the Volkswagen Up, the 
biggest selling citycar in the UK in 2014 was the Suzuki Alto. 
The Celerio looks set to do even better than the Alto, with 
its super-low emissions and clever transmission. 

If you want a car that is utterly no-nonsense, easy to use 
and which we’d bet will prove to be extremely reliable, the 
Celerio demonstrates that these qualities needn’t cost you 
the earth. The fact that it’s well-equipped and is incredibly 
cheap to run is just the icing on the cake. It might not seem 
an obvious hit on first acquaintance, but give this one time. 
We think it could be the sleeper hit of the year.

County’s players on a mission to break some Herts 


CRICKET 

BEDFORDSHIRE are due to begin their second 
three day clash of the season today when they 
travel to Hertfordshire in the Eastern Division 
oftheUnicornsMinor Counties Championship. 

The county began their season with a draw 
against Norfolk as their search for a first vic¬ 
tory since 2010 in the longer form of competi¬ 
tion went on. 

They will now face a Hertfordshire side who 
began their own season with a defeat to 
Buckinghamshire in an astonishing game of 
cricket at High Wycombe. 

After posting 487-2 in their first innings, 
Herts then bowled out Bucks for just 290 to put 


themselves in full control of the match. 

Both Eddie Ballard (248 not out) and Tanveer 
Sikandar (209 not out) reached double centu¬ 
ries in Hertfordshire’s big total as they gave 
themselves a 197 run first innings lead. 

A stand of 431 between the pair was the high¬ 
est ever in Minor Counties history but Herts 
opted not to enforce the follow on after Bucks’ 
first innings and instead declared second time 
around on 291-7 to set their hosts an unlikely 
target of 490 to win on the final day. 

Remarkably they made it with Ed Smith 
blasting an unbeaten 244, the highest score in 
Buckinghamshire’s history. 

His runs came from only 261 balls with eight 
sixes and 31 fours as his county got home by six 


wickets, finishing on 490-4. 

This is believed to be the highest successful 
run chase in Minor Counties history and 
means Bedfordshire will be facing a side who 
will be hurting and eager to bounce back. 

The match will begin at Hertford CC at 11am 
this morning. 

Meanwhile, the Luton & District Midweek 
Cricket Cup quarter finals have been held. 

Luton Pakistanis (167-6) are through after a 
37 run victory over Kingsway (130-7). 

Also into the semi-finals are Luton CC (149-5) 
who beat Luton Eagles (82 all out) by 67 runs. 

Saeed Iqbal was man of the match after an 
unbeaten knock of 63 for Luton CC in their chase. 

Elsewhere, Haidery Tigers (97-9) did not post 


enough in the first innings as they went down 
to Shaheem (101-3) by seven wickets. 

Luton Haiderys (201-3) had a big 60 run win 
over AKCC (141-6). 

Shadrach Browne was in top form for Haiderys, 
reaching 101 in his side’s mammoth total. 

Meanwhile, Luton born Ashes winner Monty 
Panesar appeared for Luton Town & Indians 
CC as they beat Kings Langley by 99 runs in 
Division One of the Hertfordshire League last 
Saturday. 

Despite normally batting at 11 in England’s 
test match squad, the spinner came in at four 
for Indians and made 11 in their total of 207-6. 

He then took 3-37 as Kings Langley were 
bowled out for 108.

Hatters fan and columnist Dave 
Mackie thinks supporters 
shouldn’t dismiss the cup compe¬ 
titions too quickly. 

I CAN’T have been the only 
Hatter who took some time-out 
from office duties on Tuesday 
morning to see who we were 
paired with in the first round of 
the Capital One Cup - or the 
League Cup in old money. 

If the football season is a dodgy, 
worn out car, the League Cup 
draw represents the engine 
struggling to kick into gear again 
after a turn of the key. 

After lying dormant for a few 
weeks, the confirmation of a fix¬ 
ture in the new season is the first 
sign that football is on its way back. 

I have been entertained by the 
Women’s World Cup so far this 
summer but the international 
game - both the men’s and wom¬ 
en’s variants - has never quite 
done it for me and it is the club 
season I wait for.

It can all work so nicely togeth¬ 
er so let’s embrace the cups for 
the opportunity they present, 
although that may be easier said 
than done in the League Cup this 
year with the difficult tie we 
have! 

Luckily, in fohn Still we have a 
manager who respects the game 
immensely and I’m sure he’ll 
take the cups seriously.

Stanley trip to kick-off season
